Addrest to Sound Money Democrats 
in Peoria 
on the Importance of 
Maintaining an Honest Currency—

Peoria, 111., Aug. 22.—The gold dem­ 
ocrats of Peoria county held a m ass 
convention Friday evening in Rouse’s 
hall. 
The only address of the even­ 
ing was delivered by Congressman By­ 
num of Indiana- 
Previous to the com mencement of 
the m eeting free-silver men of Peoria 
had distributed circulars at the hall 
doors giving Mr. Bynum ’s record on the 
free-silver question. 
Mr. Bynum said 
he was for free silver once, but he had 
changed his mind, as every m an had 
a perfect right to do. He reviewed the 
rise and fall of silver and held th at de­ 
preciation was the result of the over­ 
production. 
He predicted th at finan­ 
cial ruin and depression would follow 
the passage of a free-coinage act. He 
held th at the stability of the govern­ 
m ent was due to its credit, which would 
be destroyed by free coinage. The pas­ 
sage of an act o fthis kind would re­ 
sult in the closing of every bank in 
the United States from the A tlantic 
to the Pacific. He denied th at the bank 
ers or the workingmen would be bene­ 
fited by the passage of the free-coinage 
act, and doubted w hether the bank­ 
ers them selves would be. 
The committee on platform then re­ 
ported, declaring in favor of the present 
m onetary system and against free and 
unlim ited coinage of silver. 
The Chi­ 
cago platform was repudiated and the 
m eeting declared in favor of sending 
delegates to Chicago next week.

“Political events of the week had no 
definite influence upon business pros­

Chile WHI Endeavor to Encourage 
dnstrle* at Home. 
W ashington, Aug. 22.—Chile is con­ 
tem plating a revision 
of 
her 
tariff 
laws, which, when effected, will have 
an im portant bearing on a num ber of 
American products, principally cotton, 
which Chile will place on the free list, 
with the hope that the introduction 
of th© raw product from th© United 
States will encourage the m anufacture 
of the finished product in Chile. 
The m inister of finance has drawn 
the bill and has subm itted it to both 
houses, although the elections promise 
to delay its adoption. The present nor 
mal rate of duty is 25 per cent ad 
valorem. This will be retained as the 
standard, hut a num ber of new sched­ 
ules are created. One of these is at 66 
per cent ad valorem and is an applica 
tion of the principle of high protection. 
Included in this list are articles of 
house furniture, wooden doors and 
windows, coaches, carts, wheelbarrows, 
hams, brooms, tool-handles and a num ­ 
ber of other things which the United 
States does not ship to Chile. 
The 
articles mentioned are exported from 
this country in considerable quanti­ 
ties, the item of carriages and cars 
reaching a half million annually. Ag 
ricultural 
implements, 
which 
are 
shipped in large quantities, are taken 
out of the free list and taxed at 15 per 
cent ad valorem; also tools, iron bars, 
rakes, hoes, etc. A number of articles, 
principally for domestic use, are raise* 
from 25 to 35 ad valorem. Besides cot 
ton to be transferred to the free list 
are cotton yarns, chemicals of various 
kinds, jute, linen, wheels and axles 
zinc sheets, glover, etc.
